President Truman Will Send 
To Congress Wednesday A 
Report On the War Situation 


Washington, July 17-—(JP)—President Truman will send a mes- 


sage on the Korean war to congress Wednesday and report to the 
' nation on it that night by radio. 


The White House said neither the message nor the report to the 


people has been completed yet. 


- But the message to the lawmakers will carry recommendations for 


legislative action to back up our efforts to throw the Red invaders out 
.of Korea. 


The message will be sent to the lawmakers at 11 a. m. (Eastern 


Standard Time) Wednesday. The radio report, over four major net- 
works and television, will be at 9:30 p. m. (Eastern,Standard Time). 


As for the message to congress, Presidential Secretary Charles 


G. Ross told reporters: 


"It will be quite a comprehensive one, giving background of the 


situation, explaining all steps that have been taken by this govern- 
ment and containing legislative recommendations."

New Delhi, Inldia, July 17—' 


Generalissimo Stalin has told In- 
dia's prime minister Nehru he con- 
siders Red China's admission to 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil an essential step toward end- 
ing ths Korean War, it was reliab, 
ly reported today. 


A reliable source said the Rus- 


sian prime minister, in a note to 
Nehru, agreed the Korean crisis 
must 
be 
settled 
peacefully 


through the Security Council. But 
the Council, Stalin reportedly in- 
sisted, must include the Chinese 
Communists among its "big five" 
permanent members. 


Stalin's note, delivered here yes- 


terday in reply to previous com- 
munication from Nehru, suggested 
that the views of the Korean peo- 
ple be heard, the source said. 


The Russian message was trans- 


mitted to Nehru at~ Allahabad, 
where he has been visiting, and 
was cabled to the U. S. and British 
governments. 
A foreign minis- 


try official said publication of the 
note would depend on the reaction 
of Washington and London. 


India, an informed source said, 


does not expect the United States 
to take the initiative in securing 
admission for Communist China to 
the United Nations. India hopes 
only that the U. S- will not use its 
Security Council veto to prevent 
the Communists replacing Nation- 
alist-China's representative.

New Inspection Of

Start August First

regarding the enforcement of the 
new School Bus Law, passed by 
the 1949 Legislature, have been 
completed. 


The inspection of school buses 


will begin on August Is't. 
The 


new law covers all buses carrying 
school children. The bus may be 
taken for examination to any ex- 
amining point in the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 


Buses that cannot comply, and 


therefore do not carry stickers, 
will not be permitted to be used, 
and the operators thereof will be 
subject to arrest. 


It was also announced that since 


July 1st, a considerable number of 
schot'. bus operators have been ex- 
amined by the Pennsylvania State 
Police. 
The 1949 Act made this 


examination compulsory. The law, 
in addition to a special examina- 
tion for school bus operators, also 
provides for medical 
examina- 


tion. No one will be permitted to 
operate school buses in' the future 
without the proper certificate.

BLAME FOR KOREAN REVERSES 


As the war in Korea continues to go badly for our side, 


criticisms are bound to mount. People will be looking 
for scapegoats. 


Some will blame the Administration, or particular parts 


of it like the State or Defense Departments. Others will 
jump on General MacArthur, or perhaps his field com- 
manders. 
'" Painful questions will be asked. Why haven't our 
troops made a better showing? Why haven't they got 
more and better equipment to fight with? Where are the 
planes and ships we need to dispatch reinforcements to 
buck up the outnumbered Yank soldiers? 


Superficially, the answers may not seem difficult to 


find, and they may indeed point to weakness and failure 
in our government. Not alone in the Administration but 
in Congress as well. 


If the investigators and critics go back far enough, 


a* they ought to do, they will find that when World War 
II ended we disbanded our huge army and navy with tre- 
mendous speed. The war over, we allowed our soldiers to 
cart aside their weapons and go home. 
" Into the world vacuum created by the swift dismant- 
ling of our military might moved the newly powerful Soviet 
Union. In the space of a few short years Russia was reach- 
ing out to draw within her orbit nations we had tNaught 
Wj*r* safely free. When Czechoslovakia slid behind the 
Iron Curtain we became alarmed. 


Suddenly the call went out to strengthen our defenses 


again. America's own military budgets were boosted, and 
toon we began voting money to help arm friendly nations 
we thought could share the job of standing off militant 
communism. 


Yet never in the two years since the alarm was sounded 


have we grappled realistically with our defense needs. Big 
ai| the U. S. defense outlay has been, it hasn't been large 
enough to qualify as more than a token of our intent to 
resist. 


All these decisions, from the whirlwind disbanding of 


our World War II forces to the economies of 1949-50, can 
be ascribed either to the present Administration or to the 
Congresses that have served since 1945. 


But are they basically to blame? 
The inescapable truth is that they did not keep a big- 


ger defense establishment in being, or restore it once it 
had been broken up, because they did not believe public 
opinion would support such a program. President Tru- 
man and his advisers and the nation's top congressional 
leaders make a business of judging what the people will 
stand for. It was their considered view that a really 


- adequate defense was not among those things. 
' 


'-•- Perhaps these men should have shown the wisdom and 


courage to lead public opinion rather than be guided by it; 
but the politicians, generally, do not take that course. 


It is the American people themselves who have dictated 


the present state of our defenses. In the face of a clearly 
great menace from Russia, they have chdsen to go on liv- 
ing comfortably, even luxuriously. They have wanted 
business as usual and life as usual. 


The price of complacency and softness is often high. 


We're paying it now on the bloody battlefields in Korea. 
•And we'll go on paying until we wake up to the kind of a 
fight we're in. Russia is playing for keeps, and we'd better 
learn to do the same.

WORLD WAR II CASUALTY LIST

with a coupon for convenience of readers who may find 
additional names not known to the committee. 


The cooperation of every reader is solicited by the 


committee and The Times-Mirror in an effort to secure 
the name of everyone from the county who made the 
•upreme sacrifice in World War II. Complete instructions 
will be found in the coupon printed along with the names.

Use This Routine to Help 
Seeds Grow in Hot Weather 


Top left: Make deep drill and soak soil deeply. Top right: Mix seed 
with sand and sow on damp soil. Lower left: Cover seeds with a special 


porous soil. Lower right: Keep soil mojst until -seeds germinate. 


It is impossible to get efficient 


production for the home vegeta- 
ble garden without making several 
sowings of short harvest vegeta- 
bles; and this requires the "know 
how" 
of starting seeds in hot, dry 
weather. 


It is easy to do, but requires 


more care than many amateurs 
give to spring sowing. Seedlings 
must have moist soil, and a porous 
covering from which their sprouts 
can easily emerge; but if left to 
the mercy of the hot sun they may 
quickly be dried out, or impris- 
oned by a baked crust of soil above 
them. 


To prevent this, make a drill 


deeper then you would use in the 
spring, so the seeds lie closer to 
' the soil water. Till the drill with 
water, so it soaks into the soil for 
several inches. Mix the seed with 
sand and sow evenly on the damp 
soil. 


Now cover the seeds with a spe- 


cial mixture of porous soil, pre- 
pared by mirang sifted top soil. 
Cover tht reed with this, and then 
soak it v-ith a sprinkling can or 
fine sprny from the hose. 


Until tbs seeds germinata, the 


soil sbo'-'e them should not be al- 


lowed to dry out. The special soil 
mixture will not form a crust, but 
it may help keep it moist to shade 
it, or cover with a light mulch. 
Shade by narrow boards held on , 
blocks an inch above the surface, ' 
to allow free circulation of air; 
by covering with burlap, or cover 
with a mulch of lawn clippings, or 
similar material. 


If the boards, or burlap are used, 


they should be removed immedi- 
ately the seeds sprout. The rows 
should be kept moist until the 
seedlings are well established. 


By these methods any vegetable 


seed can be germinated. Lettuce is 
likely to give the most trouble; and 
if it does, spread the'seeds on a 
damp towel, roll it up and place 
in the refrigerator for twenty-four t 
hours. Then remove, dry the seed 
and sow. The chill will usually 
'speed germination.

against 
crust formation 
is in- 


creased rather than lessened by 
' 


frequent rains. In soils containing 
any clay sunshine after a beating 
rain will bake the surface to the 
hardness of brick in a short tune. 
Similar methods should be used in 
covering or shading flower" seeds 
which are sown in hot weather.
